REMARKS 



The office action of January 23, 2008 has been reviewed and its contents carefully noted. 
Reconsideration of this case, as amended, is requested. Claims 10 through 18 remain in this 
case, claims 14 through 18 being withdrawn from consideration. The Applicant respectfully 
reserves the right to pursue these claims in one or more divisional appUcations. 

Restriction Requirement 

The Examiner has made a restriction requirement and has identified five groups as 
follows: 

Group I - recited in claims 10-13, drawn to an implanted device requiring no chest 
incision and implanted in the heart. 

Group II - recited in claim 14, drawn to an integrated cardiac pacemaker placed in the 
atrium and generating a control signal if a P wave is detected. 

Group III- recited in claim 15, drawn to an information detection device placed in the 
atrium with a ventricular pacemaker that receives information from the information detection 
device. 

Group IV- recited in claims 16 and 18, drawn to a system comprising pacemakers in the 
atrium and ventricle. 

Group V- recited in claims 17, drawn to a system comprising an atrial information 
detection device and ventricular pacemaker that receives information from other ventricular 
pacemakers. 

The Applicant hereby elects Group I, recited in claims 10-13. 

Conclusion 

Applicant believes the claims, as amended, are patentable over the prior art, and that this 
case is now in condition for allowance of all claims therein. Such action is thus respectfully 
requested.
